The remain- 
ing one-third !s collected In the more 
than one hundred and forty other col- 
lection = districts. An elaborately 
equipped sulte of offices has been pro- 
vided in the building for the use of 
the Secretary of the Treasury on his 
official visits to New York. Other suites 
are set apart for the Weather Bureau, 
the Naval Bureau, the Civil Service

al government that have to use offices 
in New York. But they all together 
occupy much less space than that de 
voted to the use of the various branch 
es of the tariff collection service.

But the young wom- 
an remained unconvinced, and summon- | 
ed the manager. He, too, was dublous 
about the authenticity of the pleces, | 
looked them over carefully, and sald 
he had never seen anything like them 
before. He finally told the cashier to 
take them anyhow, and he would re- 
Meve her of all responsibility In case | 
they turned out to be ‘spurious, 

The last two-cent plece was issued! 
by the United States mint in 1878, |

Wheat in the Cotton Belt. 

The first week in November is early 
enough to sow wheat throughout the 
middle portion of the cotton belt. This 
crop often succeeds well sown as late 
as Dec. 1, provided the conditions shall 
be favorable for germination for two 
weeks after sowing (not too cold and 
wet). Land covered with a thick 
growth of grass or other vegetation Is 
not considered the best condition for 
wheat, for the renson that wheat likes 
a compact, smooth surface soll. Turn 
your land well, then harrow, then roll 
with a heavy roller, then sow the seed. 
A one or one and a half ton roller run 
over a freshly plowed surface once or 
twice will compact the three or four 
Inches of surface soll. The whent seed 
should then be put in with a regular 
wheat drill, says a Southern authority. 
I world not apply less than 400 pounds 
of fertilizer per acre and would prefer 
500 to 600 pounds unless the land be 
already rich. I recommend this for- 
mula: Two hundred pounds acid phos- 
phate, 400 pounds of cottonseed meal 
and 50 pounds of murtate of potash 
per acre, supplemented with a top 
dressing of 50 to 75 pounds of nitrate 
of soda in March If the appearance of 
the plants seem to Indicate the need 
of more nitrogen.—Exchange.

Spraying Potatoes. 

Careful potato growers can no longer 
donbt the advantages of spraying In 
“blight” years; but some doubt whether 
the prectice Is profitable year after 
year. Tests along this line have been 
continued for five years by the Experl- 
ment Station at Geneva; and the eyv!l- 
dence presented In Bulletin No. 290, 
giving details of the fifth year's test 
andsummaries of preceding ones, seems 
conclusive In favor of the practice.

for spraying five years more, Simflar

Red Texas Onta. 

The strain of the Red Texas oats 
which has given the largest yleld for 
two seasons and which stands third tn 
order of yleld for the four years’ trial 
has been grown at the Kansas station 
for four years and has seemed to im- 
prove rather than to deterlorate in 
quality and yleld. Oats are not consid- 
ered well adapted for growing In this 
State. It !s the general experience 
that oats soon “run out” tn Kansas, 
and farmers consider |t necessary to 
secure new see! every two or three 
years, The trials at the Kansas sta- 
tion, however, Indicate that it {s not 
only possible to maintain the quality 
and yleld of oats, but also to even Im- 
prove them by good culture and by 
sowlng only the best grade.

One very suc- 
cessful nurseryman dips his pruning 
knives and saws in a_ solution 
of carbolle acid before beginning to 
prune another tree, so if any germs 
are on the tool this treatment will de 
stroy them. As soon as a wound Is 
made !t Is a good {dea to disinfect and 
Paint !t to keep out the molsture.

{s danger of trees contracting disease, 
as the germs enter the wounds and dis- 
eased places result, or the exposed parts 
will begin to decay as soon as the mols- 
ture gets a hold.—Apple Spectallst. 


Saving the Clover. 

It !s a falling of the American farm- 
er when a blade of grass or a stem of 
clover makes a strong showing to try 
to turn !t Into beef, mutton or pork. 
In this effort to utillbze It he entirely 
forgets that the plant may need a little 
winter protection. He does not under- 
stand how little Is often sufficient to 
save the plant from frost destruction. 
Where the clover is not pastured !t Is 
often allowed to perfect Its seed, which 
{s as fatal to the crop next year as the 
winter freezing. Clipping would save 
the crop where !t ls so forward as to 
bloom and perfect seed.—Rural New 
Yorker. 


Beans Fed to Swine. 

Beans can be med to swine only In 
the cooked form. The pig seems to be 
unable to utilize beans which are at 
all hard or firm, even though they have 
been bolled for some time; hence ft Is 
very essential that they be thoroughly 
and carefully cooked, says R, 8. Shaw, 
Michigan. To supply a single feed of 
half-cooked beans to a pen of hogs robs 
them of thelr appetites and relish for 
their food, If Indeed It does not put 
them off their feed. 





The Asparagus Bed. 

Burn off the asparagus beds now and 
clean the ground thoroughly, applying 
manure plentifully. All bushes and 
weeds that have not been cleared from 
the ground will serve as harboring 
places for mice and Insects, When the
